fenses, as well as Boulogne 
on the French coast, Nazi 
military authorities asserted 
todav. 
Street fighting is in progress fet 
Ghent in western Belgium, it was 
said. 
Every attempt by the Allies to 
break through to the south in the 
Valenciennes area and shatter the 
German “iron ring” closing in on a 
million British, French and Bel­ 
gian troops has been frustrated, it 
was said. 
Declare Transports Sank 
Six British transports apparently 
attempting to evacuate troops from 
the channel area have been bombed 
and sunk, military officials declared. 
(EDITOR’S NOTE: The average 
transport carries between 1,500 and 
3,000 men.) 
Today's official war communique, 
issued 
from Reichsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler’s headquarters on the western 
front, said: 
“The Germans yesterday tightened

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt today flatly denied 
that he plans to set up a “coalition” 
cabinet, as he prepared to deliver a 
fireside chat Sunday urging nation­ 
al unity. 
Mr. Roosevelt told his press con­ 
ference that the press had gotten 
itself out on a limb in stating that 
he had such plans, and now the 
limb was sawed off. Oe accused re­ 
porters of trying to brazen through 
their predictions that he would have 
a cabinet shakeup. 
An earlier indirect White House 
denial to the same effect had failed 
to down persistent reports that Mr. 
Roosevelt contemplated a p p o i n t ­ 
ment of three Republicans as secre­ 
taries of war, navy and labor.

One rumor credits the war post 
to William "Wild Bill” Donovan of 
New York, world war hero and for­ 
mer assistant attorney general un­ 
der Presidents Coolidge and Hoover; 
the navy post to Col. Frank Knox of

the G.O.P. vice 
presidential 
nominee in 1936. and the labor post 
to Mayor Fiorello 
LaGuardia 
of 
New York City, a world war aviator. 
Another rumor makes LaGuardia 
first choice for secretary of war.

James W. Wads­ 
worth of New York, Spanish-Ameri­ 
can war veteran and legislative ex­ 
pert on military affairs, as favored 
for the war command, but Wads­ 
worth threw that idea overboard last 
night.

Hope Of Allies 
The hope of the Allies today lies 
in the Allied army in Belgium. Hope

HERE.are few Americans who will not feel a sense of almost 


personal loss in the destruction of the lovely Library of Lou­ 
vain which had 'een reared on the foundations of its famous pre­ 
decessor, a victim of the World W ar.

ined that another war, equal in virulence, would break our with­

It is hardly possible that the raiders 
will continue to get away with it in this war, although the Nazis an­ 
nounce their conviction that the Allies will not be able to pin them 
down to entrenched warfare. 


ARGENTINA STEPS INTO LURE 
At last Argentina is beginning to play her part in upholding Pan- 
American principles. She is the most progressive nation in South Amer- 
ict, and has almost the same position in that continent that the United 
States has in North America. Until lately, jealousy or dislike or indif­ 
ference has kept her from cooperating with this country in hemispheric 
and world affairs. She made united action almost impossible. She would 
neither act herself, nor follow our lead. 
Now- Argentina is really getting into action. She has proposed, and 
the 21 republics of this hemisphere are now* considering, a conference to 
revise our neutrality system and bring it into line with the new world 
situation. She wants an attitude “based on reality,” aiming by a united 
front to make belligerents respect the position of the neutral nations in 
this hemisphere. A conference is desired for this purpose. 
* It is suggested,” said a recent dispatch from Buenos Aires, “that 
such a conference would draft a new warning against interference in 
American affairs, or the American way of life in any manner, in such 
strong language and with such strong teeth attached that none who 
would read it could doubt that the American republics stand united and 
prepared to resist to the utmost any encroachment in this hemisphere.” 
Perhaps the time has come now to accomplish this.

THE MAIL BAG 
My mail bag has made me real­ 
ize more than ever how lucky we 
are here in North America to be dy­ 
ing here with the good old Atlantic 
Ocean between us and Europe. 
Nothing can be more affecting 
than a letter from an unoffending, 
defenseless and peace-loving person 
whose home is threatened by vio­ 
lence every hour of the day. 
I have a letter from an old toy 
maker in the Tyrol. For generations 
his family has lived there. Now he 
finds himself torn up by the roots 
from everything he loved. Frantical­ 
ly, he is writ ting to persons abroad 
whose names he knows from lead­ 
ing about them in the papers. So 
he wrote to me here in Callander, 
to tell me his dreams of setting up 
a little iov factory here beside the 
Dionne Quintuplets. He has grand­ 
children of his own, and he wants 
them 
to enjoy the freedom 
the 
Quins and other North American 
children do. If only 
he can bring 
his dream to pass he has promised to 
keep the Quins supplied with dolls. 
There is another letter from a 
young doctor in Vienna. He was a 
distinguished member of the staff 
of one of the better Vienna hospi­ 
tals. Now' he can no longer prac­ 
tice his profession. If only he could 
get to the United States or Cana- 
da—“Perhaps 
there would 
be a 
place for me in your hospital at 
Callander,” he writes. 
These are only two of a succes­ 
sion of letters from unfortunate 
people in Europe whose lives are 
being ruthlessly wrecked for what 
purpose I don't know’. They don’t 
know where to turn, but they know 
there Is freedom on this continent 
and so they write to the names they 
know here. 
Fortunately all my mail isn’t so 
bad. I get enough amusing letters 
to keep rie from getting despondent 
about tlm state of world. For example 
there is one from Quebec City here 
in Canada, that tells a story of 
three youngsters to whom my sym­ 
pathy goes out. 
A woman gave birth to a baby boy 
on Christmas morning. betw?een one j 
and 
two o’clock in the morning 
j 
Now’ that 
in itself isn’t unusual be- j 
cause babies have a way of being 
bom on Christmas just as on any 
other day. The unusual thing was 
that one year later—between 
one 
and 
two Christmas morning, 
the 
same mother gave birth to a baby 
boy. Quite a co-incidence, you say9 j 
Well, note this: Between one and 
two a. m. the next Christmas morn­ 
ing the same woman give birth to 
another boy! 
The letter filled me with sym­ 
pathy for the three children wno 
have the same birthday W'ith only 


one celebration for the three of 
them. And on Christmas day at 
that. The Quintuplets have to share 
a birthday but they at least get a 
separate Christmas celebration. 
I was reminded of Robert Louis 
Stevenson’s great kindness to a lit­ 
tle girl, Annie Ide of New Yorx. 
bom on Christmas. Stevenson for­ 
mally deeded his own birthday in 
November, to Annie, so she could 
have a birthday party as well as a 
Christmas. Annie, when she grew 
up. found another little girl born 
on Christmas, and deeded the No­ 
vember birthday to her. 
Now this isn’t as whimsical and 
foolish as it may seem. Birthdays 
should be notable events in chil­ 
dren’s lives, and they can’t get 
proper attention if associated with 
other eventful days. I’m all for hav­ 
ing a lot of family tradition center­ 
ing around birthdays before 21. For 
one thing observance of them can 
be made the means of impressing 
new responsibilities, new modes of 
conduct upon children.

May 24—The 
challenge of personal initiative is 
the thing that is most needed today 
by American youth. 
Dr. 
Herbert 
Spencer, president of the Pennsyl­ 
vania College for Women, in Pitts­ 
burgh, told the May graduating class 
of Lincoln high school at the Com­ 
mencement exercises held last eve­ 
ning in the auditorium. 
To witness the presentation 
ol 
diplomas to the 199 students, the au­ 
ditorium mas filled to capacity by 
interested relatives and friends of 
the graduate* and 
many 
had 
to 
stand. 
Tli lack of personal initiative has 
resulted in government Initiative in 
Germany, the former dean of educa­ 
tion ol Pitt University, declared. 
The change in transportation was 
cited by the speaker in telling how 
one could fly from New York to Pitts­ 
burgh in two hours while it once 
took a package 27 days to make the 
trip by mail. The broad progress in 
industry, television and agriculture 
were described by Dr. Spencer, who 
contrasted the old hand tool method 
of making 
automobile 
frames 
in 
some parts of Europe, where it took 
200 men to make 16 frames a day 
and the modern American plants in 
which 200 men supervised the m ak­ 
ing of from seven to nine thousand 
superior frames a day. 
* 
Higher Standard. 
The machine is repsonsible for a 
higher standard of living but it has 
robbed man of the sense of security 
of doing something for himself. Dr. 
Spencer said. A different sense of 
security must be developed. Outside 
the Catholic 
clergy, 
the Pennsyl­ 
vania teachers are the most secure 
group m Unihid States with a pay 
guarantee, retirement plan and ten­ 
ure law. 
However, 
an anfcagnostic 
legislature 
in 
Harrisburg 
c o u l d 
eliminate this outward security. The 
real security is an inner thing. 
There are many things to be done 
to perect the government, railroads, 
schools, banks, theater and in the 
arts and craft, the speaker m ain­ 
tained, but the young people must 
have personal initiative. If it is given 
up. the foundation of living is en­ 
dangered. 
The three means of maintaining 
personal initiative were given by the 
successful educationalist as, first, 
make ordinary amount of brains do 
and extra ordinary amount of work; 
second, stay awake in the day time; 
and third, keep hands out of pockets. 
Dr. Spencer’s brief and timely ad­ 
dress was very well received by the 
large audience. 
Class Speakers. 
“Television— Forecast of Tomor­ 
row” was the theme of the saluta- 


tory address by Rudolph 
Biordt 
Then he traced the origin of tele­ 
vision and explaihed the progress 
that had been accomplished to the 
present time. Wilfred Gibson gave 
the valedictory talk on the subject, 
‘ Public Opinion—Mirror Of Today. 
In his talk, he 
said 
that 
public 
opinion is the most restraining force 
in 
America 
today 
because every 
group 
and 
every 
individual 
are 
afraid of what people will say con­ 
cerning their actions. Both of the 
talks were informative and w*eil de­ 
livered by the two leading honor 
students.

WiD Dedicate 
Memorial For 
R. W. Kirkbride 


Westminster To Honor Mem­ 
ory Of Graduate For Edu­ 
cational Work 


NEW WILMINGTON, May 2 4 - 
Honoring 
the late 
Raymond 
W. 
Kirkbride for outstanding work in 
promoting international education, 
a bronze plaque will be unveiled at 
Westminster College in the tower 
room of the college building Sat­ 
urday, May 25 at 2:30 p. m. 
Raymond was a son of Dr. and 
Mrs. Sherman A. Kirkbride, of New 
Wilmington. He was educated in the 
New Wilmington schools and West­ 
minster college, graduating at the 
latter with honors in 1913. Always 
fond of travel, he spent some years 
in 
arranging 
lecture-ships 
and 
Chautauquas. 
When the World War involved 


America, he went to France and 
drove an ambulance in the Meuse- 
Argonne campaign. After the Arm­ 
istice, he was sent to Grenoble Un­ 
iversity, where he conceived 
the 
scheme to provide for students of 
American colleges the opportunity 
of taking one of their four college 
years in Europe, with France as 
their Campus. Later, while teaching 
at Delaware University, with coop­ 
eration, he gradually won over all 
the faculty and trustees and devel­ 
oped in practical form the foreign 
study plan, which has had notable 
success. 
Mr. Kirkbride, after many months 
of preparation in France, took over 
the first group of eight young men 
in 1923. One of these, Austin Cooley 
of Sandy Lake, will be present at 
the dedication. 
The work met warm welcome in 
France and led to several decora­ 
tions for Raymond, culminating in 
the distinction of Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor. His health broke 
in 1823 and he was compelled to 
give up the superintendency of the 
plan. He died February 28, 1929 in 
his 37th year. 
His comrade and successor in the 
work, Prof. George E. Brinton, of 
Delaware, will speak at the dedica­ 
tion of the tablet.

RICHMOND, Va., May 24.—From 
the welter of war and armament 
news of the past fortnight, there 
are several conclusions that stick 
lo u t 
like 
light­ 
houses on a dark 
and rocky shore. 
First, the war will 
*»not be won 
by 
¡¡¡Germany until the 
British 
navy 
is 
scuttled and the 
F r e n c h a r m y 
¡routed. Second, in 
a Hitler-controll­ 
ed 
Europe, 
the 
¡Nazi air force and 
the Japanese navy 
are 
the 
two 
greatest threats to American secur­ 
ity. Third, we must cut out “poli­ 
tics*’ in the United States and form 
a Coalition Cabinet. Fourth, in the 
shattered world of 1940, 
only 
a 
spiritual awakening will enable us 
to meet successfully the economic 
and political upheavals ahead. 
The vital military question that 
existed when Hitler gave the fate­ 
ful 
order 
to 
invade Poland last 
September is still unanswered. That 
question is, “Can the German air 
force break the French army and 
sink the British navy?“ 
Germany 
has not won this war until 
that 
question is answered in her favor. 
British sea power has ruled Europe 
since 1588. 
Until the Royal Navy 
is broken, England is still the top- 
notch European nation. Hitler and 
his powerful Juggernaut have done 
a magnificent Job from a military 
standpoint, but there is nothing yet 
which indicates a decisive defeat 
for the Allies. 
Lee And Hitler 
If the Nazis’ air power can break 
the French army, they are well on 
their way to victory; but remember 
their air force must also sink the 
British navy. 
Hitler’s position is 
very similar to that of General Rob­ 
ert E. Lee in the War Between The 
States. Lee was a brilliant general, 
but he needed western horses and 
wheat, northern iron and textiles. 
The Union’s huge, 
but 
bungling, 
land and sea forces choked off these 
essential supplies without which Lee 
could not hope to win, no matter 
how brilliant his blitzkriegs, no mat­ 
ter how daring his lightning thrusts. 
Hitler is in the same position. He 
cannot force Britain and France to 
their knees so long as they can cut 
off his food and oil, his iron and 
copper. 
So, the 
big 
unanswered 
question is today, Just as it was last 
September, “Can Hitler’s air force 
pulverize the French 
army 
and 
smash the British navy?” America, 
to be safe, however, must now pre­ 
pare for an unfavorable answer. A 
Hitler-controlled 
Europe 
immedi­ 
ately changes the entire outlook for 
American security. If the Germans 
win, we will inevitably tangle with 
them over the enforcement of the 
Monroe Doctrine. Hence, a German 
victory means a gigantic increase in 
our tax bills to cover defense costs 
for this country. 
Hitler Victory Costly 
It means an immediate outlay of 
$5«000,000,000 for a second navy to 
replace the British Navy which is 
now patrolling the Atlantic for us. 
In addition, we must spend at least 
$3,000,000,000 more per year to main­ 
tain a sufficient air and land force 
to back up the two fleets. We would 
need an Atlantc navy because we 
cannot afford to take our present 
fleet out of the Pacific. 
Not only 
must we protect ourselves against 
Germany, but also against Japan. 
Her navy is growing by leaps and 
bounds. It is difficult to get accu­ 
rate figures, but many observers be­ 
lieve the Japanese navy 
is 
now 
about 75 per cent as large as ours. 
One of the biggest reasons for these 
gains is the fact that Japan gets 
twice as much ship for every dollar 
she spends as we do. 
The wide disparity in costs is due 
to the varying prices for labor and 
raw materials. 
There is no eight- 
hour day in Japan, 
no 
five-day 


week, no labor unions. We áre fur­ 
nishing Japan with many of the 
essential materials with which she 
builds her battleships. To Der Fue­ 
hrer and II Duce, the United States 
is crazy to supply Japan with the 
materials she needs to build a huge 
navy whose main purpose is to men­ 
ace the United States. 
Hitler and 
Mussolini would put a stop to such 
practice in less time than it takes 
to tell about it. In the tremendous 
defense job that faces us, nothing— 
neither labor leaders nor wage-hour 
restrictions—must 
be 
allowed 
to 
stand in our way as they did in 
France. 
More Efficiency Needed 
If Germany’s blitzkrieg wins, we 
will be living in a hostile world. To­ 
talitarian governments will face us 
on all sides. For our own security-, 
we must inject some of the effi­ 
ciency of the dictator nations into 
our own democracy. 
As the first 
move toward such a goal, we need a 
spiritual awakening which will em­ 
phasize that courage is the only se­ 
curity and progress comes only 
through 
willingness 
to 
sacrifice. 
There is no question 
that 
Hitler 
chose 1940 because he was sure there 
was nothing to fear from American 
intervention. 
He knew that 
1940 
would be a year of political disarm­ 
ament in America. 
Many suggestions have been made 
in the last few days calling for a 
coalition government. My feeling is 
that whoever wins the election this 
November should include 
in 
his 
cabinet representatives from ALL 
parties. 
Whether we get into the 
war or not, there are great sums to 
be spent and great problems to be 
solved. These vast sums should be 
expended and these problems should 
be tackled under the direction of a 
Coalition Cabinet. 
“Politics” must 
be prevented from handicapping us 
in this gigantic task. Moreover, as 
a solution of our domestic problems, 
it will give the nation renewed con­ 
fidence if all candidates will prom­ 
ise to bring a Coalition Cabinet to 
Washington!
